London.—-Tho story of a colonel of 
Australian infantry who was wound­ 
ed in the Gallipoli campaign and sent 
back to Australia, but who concealed 
his rank and re-enlisted as a private 
to servo 
with

in 
France, has added to the esteem in 
which Australians are held in London. 
Col. Charles Melville Mac Naghten, 
»he hero of the story, is hailed as a 
man of gallantry and grit. 
Ile was the mid of Sir Melville Mac 
Naghten, eiffel of the criminal investi­ 
gation departm ent of Scotland yard, 
says the Daily Mail, and was practic­ 
ing law in Australia When the war be­ 
gari. 
He was the major in command 
of the First brigade will en landed- at 
Anzac Cove on 
Gallipoli 
peninsula, 
Within two days 
lie was wounded 
three times.* After recovery in Bog­ 
land he returned to Gallipoli and led 
his battalion in their immortal charge 
at Lone Pine. 
Ordered Back to Australia. 
After the evacuation of Gallipoli he 
served f r a time in Egypt and was 
sent from there to England, suffering 
from wounds and fever. 
Surgeons re­ 
fused him permission to return to ac­ 
tive service, and he was sent to Aus­ 
tralia as second in command ol an 
Australian training camp. 
One 'lay he slipped away from the 
comp an d joined a replacement bat- 
tnli'.n in Queensland under the name 
of Charles Melville* and soon after 
ward was baek In England training on 
Salisbury plain as Private Melville. 
He was quickly promoted to be cor­ 
poral, and on** day was asked by his 
commanding officer: 
“Corporal, do you think you could 
drill this compony?’' 
Having commanded a brigade, the 
corporal put the company through its 
paces like the veteran he was. 
Recognized by Officers, 
Rick in France again, he was rec- 
us nixed by officers who had known' 
hisn in Gallipoli as the daring and 
brilliant 
soldier 
they 
had 
called 
“Fightlug Mac.” 
General Bindwood, 
with whom he had served at Lone 
Pine, "**nt for him and gave him a 
commission. 
Not 
long 
afterward 
Colonel Mac Naghten was again sent 
as an invalid to England, where he 
was summoned lo Buckingham palace 
to receive from the king a decoration 
as a companion of the order of St.

MINES ENDANGER 
OCEAN VESSELS 


High Explosives Still Float in 
Lanes of Commerce. 


M S TO SWEEP THE SEIS 


Known Fields Will Be Cleared and 
Derelicts Will Be Picked Up— Dan­ 
ger 
May 
Extend 
for 
Years, 
and 
Mines. Freed From Moorings. May 
Be Swept Miles by Ocean Currents— 
Many Ships Sunk. 


Untold 
thousands 
of 
unexploded 
mines, 
planted in navigable waters 
during the four years of war, still lin­ 
ger iii the lanes of commerce like seeds 
of death, a constant menace to the 
milers of the deep. 
Weeks hack the 
sling of the U-hoat was drawn. 
The 
signing of the armistice halted further 
ravaging Of the submarine, and ship­ 
ping sailed forth no longer in dread of 
the torpedo or th** guns of the under­ 
sea craft. 
Nevertheless ships are en­ 
dangered by other marine agencies of 
death, and the mariner (annot he sure 
that these hazards won’t lie iu his 
path for months to come and do him 
harm when and where least expected. 
Already the navies of the allied na­ 
tions have undertaken the hazardous 
work of clearing th** recognized mine 
fields in European waters, and by the 
use of wire drags propose to remove 
every mine that still is held in posi­ 
tion by its moorings. 
The chief dan­ 
ger to the mine sweepers and to com­ 
merce in general lies, however, in the 
derelict mine, which has been washed 
from its original position and is likely 
to he found in the North sea, in the 
Gulf stream , on the shores of the Unit­ 
ed S tates or in any other location to 
which the current, tide or winds may 
drive the mine with its charge of T N T. 
which is notably Inert to the action 
of w ater and will retain its destructive 
potentialities until the charge is ex­ 
ploded. 
Early in December th** British war­ 
ship C assandra struck a mine in the 
Baltic and went down with the joss of 
l l men. In January a British freighter 
foundered 
off 
Middlesborough after 
hitting a mine and lier crew was lost. 
A few days later th** French ship 
(’liiionia stumbled Upon a mille ii* th** 
Straits of Messina and went to the bot­ 
tom in four minutes. 
Four hundred 
and sixty persons on board were lost. 
’I'he British sloop Fenarth " a s sunk 
by a mille 23 miles from tho mouth of 
the Tyne. 
Scarcely a day passes, in 
fact, that some British. 
Norwegian 
Swedish or other emit is not sunk oi 
crippled by a mine in the North sea. 
Navigation has become so hazardous 
that many craft proceed only by day. 
tlins lessoning the (lunger of coming 
into contact with the dreaded dere­ 
licts. 
Official figures issued by the Dutch 
and Danish authorities give some Idea 
of th** number of mint s that have been 
torn from their moorings during th** 
recent war. 
At the close of the first 
two years of war more than 500 mines 
had been beached along the north coast 
of Jutland. 
By March I, 1916, OIS 
mines had been 
washed 
upon the 
shores of Holland. From 1914 to 1918, 
the Dutch picked up along th*1 short 
seacoast of the Netherlands uo fewer 
than 5,050 contact mines. 
The belligerents were not the only 
European 
nations 
which 
employed 
mines. 
The Dutch, the Danes, the 
Norwegians and tin* Swedes all plant­ 
ed defensive mine fields, and upon 
numerous occasions these weapons got 
adrift and added to the perils of ship­ 
ping. 
Sweeping the Seas for Mines. 
During the war mine sweepers were 
constantly at work. Great Britain had 
no fewer than 700 craft to do this 
work around the British isles aloin*. 
Each month the mine .sweepers combed 
400.000 square miles of the sea, and to 
accomplish this they steamed more 
than 1,250,000 miles. In 1917 they gar­ 
nered 43,000 German mines. 
In 1918 
up to October I they had harvested 
14.000 mines. 
In this hazardous work 
more than 150 British sweepers were 
blown to atonal aud their crews lost. 
Now all the allies are preparing to 
sweep the planted areas iu an effort to 
gather up every possible mine. 
In 
some sections the removal of mines 
has begun. 
In other areas the fields 
will not be touched until after th** 
signing of peace terms. 
The task be­ 
fore the nations is to sweep the seas 
free of the vast army of submarine 
weapons, and do it, despite the haz­ 
ards involved, with the least possible 
delay. 
But no matter how rapidly 
this work may be prosecuted there still 
remains the disquieting likelihood of a 
considerable percentage of these mines 
breaking loose or being carried, anchor 
and all, into areas remote from their 
original position.

exists undcY international law for the 
trial of William Hohenzollem, ex- 
Emperor of Germany, by a court of 
the Allies, nevertheless this will not 
be the first ease of a monarch, “above 
the law," brought to punishment by 
extra-legal means. 
When Napoleon began to be desert­ 
ed by his soldiers in 1814, and saw 
his hopes of final victory vanish, he 
entrusted Marshal Ney and others of 
i his friends with the work of nego­ 
tiating terms with the allied enemy 
j lowers. 
The allies insisted upon Na- 
j poleon's abdication on lie ha lf! of him­ 
self and his heirs as Emperor of 
Prance and King of Italy. 
Napoleon 
consented. 
The allies thereupon did 
not bring him to trial, but continued 
the negotiations. 
In the end, Na- 
poleon was permitted to keep the title 
of ‘Emperor with an allowance of 
1*900,000 yearly. 
Chiefly through the 
J influence of Czar Alexander, Elba was 
I created a principality for him, and 
he was sent there ostensibly as its 
ruler, but in reality, a prisoner. 
After Napoleon’s escape from Elba 
and his defeat at Waterloo, he 1m?- 
eame. in effect, an outlaw. 
He fled 
to Pari^ from Waterloo and abdicat­ 
ed again. The Prussians were march­ 
ing toward P a ris, intent on making 
Napoleon a prisoner of war, and the 
French provisional government or­ 
dered him to leave the capitol. 
Na­ 
poleon was advised to try to escape 
to America. 
He got a- far as Roche­ 
fort, on the French Coast, hoping to 
find an American sailing ship there. 
The British man-of-war Bellerophon, 
however, was in the harbor, and es- 
enpe wa- impossible. 
The 
French royalists were now 
pursuing Napoleon, and rather than 
fall into tile hands of his own coun­ 
trymen, Napoleon boarded the Beller­ 
ophon and surrendered uncondition­ 
ally to the British. 
The Bellerophon 
took him to Plymouth.' From there, 
he was sent to St. Helena, by order 
of the Brit]-Ii government. 
He was 
tripped of his imperial dignities, 
punishment f°r hi* escape from Elba, 
and thereafter was known not as the 
Emperor Napoleon, but tis General 
Bonaparte. 
Previous to this termination of the 
Corsican’s public career, the French 
had used extra-legal authority for 
ridding themselves of the Bourbon 
monarchy. 
The National Convention 
of the French Revolution, on Sep 
tember 20th, 1792, decreed the estab­ 
lishment of a republic. 
Louis XYT, 
who lost his throne by this act, fel 
under suspicion of conspiring to re­ 
store the monarchy. 
A charge of 
treason was brought against him, anti 
he was brought to trial before the 
convention, January 19th, 1793. 
A 
majority vote alone of the coneen 
tion was declared necessary to con­ 
vict. 
On January 20th, the conven­ 
tion voted 387 for conviction, and 338 
for acquittal. 
There was no author 
tv in French law for this procedure, 
but that fact didn’t save Louis’ head, 
m d he was guillotined January 21st 
The English had greater, difficul­ 
ties in evading the law before they 


Charles had attempted to intimidate 
the House of Commons into doing his 
will by storming the halls, sacred to 
the elected representatives of the 
people. 
Nevertheless, when Crom­ 
well’s .soldiers captured Charles and 
called upon the Commons to proceed 
against him, the sense of lawful pro­ 
cedure was too strong among a ma­ 
jority of the members for them to 
act in so unprecedented a case. 
Thereupon, the Cromwell warriors 
under command of Colonel Pride, em­ 
ployed what was after called ‘Pride’s 
purge.’’ 
They forcibly expelled 143 
emmbers of the Commons who were 
favorable to Charles. 
Other mem- 
hers of the house prudently remain­ 
ed away, until there were only about 
50 in attendanee. 
This body was the 
famous 
“rump 
parliament.” 
On 
January I, 1649, it declared Charles 
guilty of treason. 
The House of 
Lords refused to agree and the Gom- 
mons resolved that the right of leg- 
No precedent islation was a possession of the 
Commoners alone. 
They also deodar 
ed they could make l a w s without the 
King’s consent. 
Then the rump established a high 
court of justice comprising some 150 
members to try Charles. 
The mon­ 
arch announced he was above the 
law, and asked for the authority of 
his judges, 
lie was told he was be­ 
ing tried by the authority of the Eng­ 
lish people who had elected 
him. 
Charles retorted his title was here­ 
ditary, not elective, and had been .>o 
for a thousand years. 
The eminent legal authorities of 
England supported the King’s claim, 
but the soldiers of Cromwell had no 
inteicst in legal technicalities, though 
many of the judges refused to go on 
with the trial. 
At the final session 
only sixty-two were present. 
They 
unanimously declared Charles guilty. 
Jurists down to 
the present 
day 
have 
held the verdict illegal, 
but 
Charles 
was led to the block 
in 
Whitehall, January 30, 1649, and lost 
hi- head at a single blow of the exe­ 
cutioner’s axe. 
Hie only effort that has been made 
in American history to remove the 
chief executive was strictly legal. A 
bill impeaching President 
Andrew 
Johnson was passed by the House of 
Representatives and was sent to the 
senate on March 4, 1868. 
The prin­ 
cipal accusation was that Johnson 
had disobeyed the ‘tenure of office’ 
act, which prohibited the 
removal 
from office, without, the senate’s con­ 
sent, of any |>erson whose appoint­ 
ment had to be confirmed by the 
senate. 
In reality, tile impeachment 
followed a 
letter quarrel 
between 
Johnson and congree- because of 
Johnson’s lenient reconstruction pol­ 
icy after the Civil War. 
Johnson was brought to trial be­ 
fore the senate, as provided for in 
the constitution. 
It required a two- 
rhirds majority to convict. 
The vote 
' tood thirty-five for conviction to 
nineteen against, one less than the 
necessary two-thirds. 
Johnson was 
thus acquitted. 
Six years after his 
term as president expired, he was 
elected to the United States Senate 
from Tennessee, but died within a few 
weeks of this vindication.

Agricultural 
Experts 
Advise That 


Drastic Steps Be Taken As Soon 


as the Blight is Seen. 


Jack-on county farmers are care­ 
fully watching their wheat fields for 
the first appearance of “Australian 
take all,” the new di-ease which is 
killing many field- in the central west. 
The blight has not appeared in Jack­ 
son county, so far as known, but is 
reported in surrounding counties. A. 
K. Murphy, county agent 
has urged 
the farmers to report to him immed­ 
iately if the di-ea-e »pi>ears in anv 
field. 
The department ot’ agriculture at 
Purdue 
University has issued 
the 
following bulletin relative to the new 
disease: 
In tile field the disease so far it' 
found 
up to this time 
appears in 
more or It*-- circular patches vary­ 
ing in size from A to 50 feet in dia­ 
meter. 
These are conspicuous be­ 
cause o f Hie marked stunting of the 
plants which an* often only a few 
in ches high when healthy plants arc 
knee high. 
In-heavily infected fields 
most of the plants are slanted or 
dead, xvi til only ab occasional-nor­ 
mal 
plant*, giving 
the field a very 
ragged appearance. 
The diseased 
plants are charac erized by a dark 
brown discoloration and soft rotting 
of the leaf -heath-. 
A- the di-ease 
progrc-scs this rotting penetrates to 
the -tem and finally eau-es the lat­ 
ter to rot <>fl at the crown, 
Such 
plant- tend to -end out more -hoots. 
This results in 
a thick rosette 
of 
-hon shoots. 
The di-eased plants 
usually nl-o have 
a darker 
green 
color than the healthy one-. 
Many 
plants in diseased areas are killed 
and the 
remaining di-ea-ed plant- 
-eldom head. 
Up to date the disease has been 
found in 
Illinois and Indiana. 
In 
Illinois 
about 7(HI acnes 
of wheat 
out of 
4000 acres which 
had been 
surveyed around Granite Pity have 
the disease. 
The disease is so se­ 
vere in that locality that many tieUl- 
are 
wiped out by it. 
In Indiana 
“take-all’’ has Wen located in La­ 
porte, Porter, Jasper and Tippeca­ 
noe counties. 
In Tippecanoe and 
Jasper counties the trouble has so 
far been found in but a few fields. 
LaPorto and Porter counties report 
it rather mildly distributed. 
v 
From dates at hand at the p r e s ­ 
ent time concerning this disease the 
following 
recommendations 
arc 
mad®: 
1. 
Fields 
which are heavily or 
generally infected should be plowed 
up at once and planted to coni or 
soy-beans. 
2. 
Where the disease 
is restrict­ 
ed to a few small spots 
in the field 
these should he cut over 
a week or 
ten 
days before 
harvest with

scythe and after the cut wheat is 
dry burn over the area, if this can 
be 
done 
without danger

Care Needed in Building New Homes 


A summary of the various causes 
of fire, as given by state fire marsh­ 
als of different states, shows that 
tire attributable to chimneys anim. 
Iv amount to from IO to 26 per cent 
of the total number, while in win 
ter the percentage has reached as 
high as 50. 
This is significant when 
it is realized that most of th*-e fires 
result from carelessness and could 
be avoided by prota r attention. 
In cities and towns with proper 
fire protection many tires are arrest 
ed without serious loss. 
It is evi 
dent, say specialists of Hie Toited 
States Department of Agriculture, 
that in rural districts, where there 
are no organized fire fighting agen­ 
cies, and where a fire,usually results 
in a total loss, builders should give 
more attention to making the con­ 
struction of all new chimneys 
as 
nearly fire-proof as possible. 
AA itll the establishment of peace, 
home building, Which during the war 
was practically at a standstill, prob­ 
ably will receive a considerable stim ­ 
ulus. 
With the increased volume of 
work, building will be speeded up to 
the limit, and the fact that careless­ 
ness is bound to creep in should not 
be forgotten. 
This should be espe­ 
cially guarded against in fire hazards 
in chimney construction. 
It is well known that the ordinary 
briek-and-mortar chimney as usual­ 
ly constructed is a source of danger. 
The constant heat from fire in time 
causes the mortar to become dry, so 
that it 
falls out of 
place, leaving 
holes in the chimney. 
Such a con­ 
dition usually goes unnoticed and is 
a constant 
source of 
danger from 
fire. 
In constructing chimneys in build­ 
ings made of combustible material, 
the chimney should be built straight 
up from the ground and not placed 
on a bracket, as is often the case, 
and should extend 2 feet or more 
above the peak'when the chimney is 
in the center of the roof and 3 feet 
or more above the surface when on 
a fiat or slanted roof.

64 square inches, while the walls 
should be

inches thick. 


Don't Neglect Your Rhubarb Plants 
By Division of Horticulture 


I At the base of each flue a clean-out 
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lh* not fail to take good care of 
your rhubarb plants all season, a s 
well as in tile spring when you are 
making use of the tender stems for 
s a u c e s m id pacs, s a y s A. K. M u r p h y . 
Ai ler the Hr-1 few cuttings of rhu­ 
barb stom-. many gardeners neglect 
this crop until the following spring. 
Stir the earth around the plants 
at least once a week in order that 
healthy growth may store plenty of 
plant food in the roots to produee a 
large supply of tender stems n**\t 
yea r. 
Keep the seed - t a l k s broken out 
all summer. 
lf these are allowed to 
develop tin* plant food will go to seed 
production rather than into the root-, 
where it is desired. 
In the fall if your rhubarb plants 
arc obi and losing their rigor, dig 
them up aud divide by cutting through 
the crown with a sharp spade, then 
plant them again with the crowns 
just above the surface. 
Rhubarb needs plenty of plant food 
for good results, and the best ma­ 
terial to 
use is barnyard 
manure 
Heap the manure around the plants 
in tho lait and dig it in when spring 
comes. 
Or an occasional application 
through the summer will cause vig­ 
orous growth of the plants, conse­ 
quently the roots will have plenty of 
food manufactured for and stored in 
diem to produce stalks early the fol­ 
lowing spring. 
If desired, a few 
rhubarb 
roots 
may la* dug in late fall, allowed to 
freeze, then bedded in moist sand or 
coal 
ashes in the cellar. 
If kept 
moist, tender pink stems will be pro­ 
duced that are delicious in sauces 
or pies. 
No fertilization or soil i- 
needed, merely 
moisture 
must 
be 
supplied since the plant 
food thai 
produces the stems has been stored

Roots at least four or five 
years old are best for forcing in th** 
cellar as just explained.

r,ondition will not thrive or gain weight 
normally, and during winter often re­ 
main stunted until the old coat of balr 
is shed in lite spring, at which time 
most of the lice disappear. Hand ap­ 
plications. spraying, and dipping with 
Insecticides arc the methods which the 
bulletin recommends as remedies. 
In 
southern latitudes where the winters 
are mild cattle may be dipped during 
the winter months without injury from 
cold weather, but in the northern sec­ 
tions winters are usually too cold for 
dipping or spraying. 
All animals In 
the herd should be treated regardless 
of the number showing infestation, and 
the treatment should be repeated in 
15 to IO days. 
Hand appliesf ions are practical only 
when a few animals are to be treated, 
but are specially valuable in holding 
the parasites in ch»*ck during weather 
too cold for dipping <»r spraying. Some 
dusting powders obtainable on the 
market are good when this method is 
used. The following home-made liquid 
remedies are also effective: 
Equal 
parts cottonseed oil and kerosene, or 
kerosene and lard mixed in the pro­ 
portion of one-half pint kerosene to 
one pound of lard or crude petroleum. 
Apply these remedies with a brush or 
cloth, covering the entire body, being 
particularly careful about the head and 
ears. 
For spraying and dipping arsen­ 
ical dips, coal-tar creosote dips, and 
nicotin solutions are recommended. 
They may be applied with a hand 
sprayer, but the most effective method 
is to provide a dipping vat and com­ 
pletely dip the cattle two or, in some 
cases, three times.
